AMMAN, Jordan — The enrol- 
lment for the second year at Am- 


“man (Jordan) Baptist School has 


nearly tripled. In its first year 
43 students attended kindergar - 
ten and first grade; now, 120 at- 
tend kindergarten and grades one 
through three. 

In order to secure building 
funds from the Southern Baptist 
Foreign Mission Board, the 
school agreed to become self-sup- 
porting and Hire Christian teach- 
ers. The exception to this is the Is- 
lamic teacher required by J or- 
danian law. 

The school began as the dream 
of Paul S. C. Smith, Southern 
Baptist missionary here. He felt 
a need for an elementary school 
in Amman. Land was. first secur- 
ed many years ago, only to be 
purchased by the government, 
making another selection of a 
building site necessary. :

Smith is the school administra- 
tor and was the building supervis- 
or.

The income.of most of the 90 fa- 
milies represented by the- student 
body is modest, More than a third 
of them live in the government 
housing project less than one half 
mile from the school, according 
to Alta Lee (Mrs. L. August) 
Lovegren, Southern Baptist mis- 
sionary press representative. 

However, the student body also 
includes six children of the royal 
family of Jordan. 

The school wil have a maximus 
of 30 students in each class in con- 
trast-to the 65 per class in some 
public schools in Jordan.
